DEAD MAR PHOTOGRAPHED 


In Coffin and Shroud on th# Court 
House Stopt at Stou* 
benvllte. 
Steubenville, February I —Unique as 
it was, but not altogether unusual, 
the dead boily of Ixnils De Senordi, 
dressed In a shroud, was photographed 
on Coart street. 
Standing upright In 
the coffin it is not likely that it could 
were opened, and had It not been for 
the catlin It is not likely that it could 
be discerned from a photograph taken 
In the ordinary way, 
Surrounding the casket and lined 
up on the court house steps were the 
friends of De Senordi, all of whom 
showed the most profound reverence 
and respect tor the deceased. 
There 
was very little trouble In getting a 
good photograph aud the friends of the 
deceased will always have something 
by which they can cherish the memory 
of their dead companion. It is not un­ 
usual for dead Italians to be photo­ 
graphed. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 3.—A dispatch 
from Vladivostock, issued here by a 
semi-official agency, says the Russian 
fleet a t Vladivostock has been fully 
equipped for immediate sendee and 
prepared for sea. All the wood fittings 
of the ships were removed. The har­ 
bor is boing kept open by icebreakers. 
The fleet consists of four cruiser-*, 
the Cromoboi of 12,338 tons, perhaps 
the Russets of 12,300 tons, the Bo­ 
gatyr of G.750 tons, and the Rurik cf 
10,923 tons, and a transport, the Lena. 
Victoria, B. C., 
Feb. 
8 — Advices 
from Tokio received by the empress 
of China say that tho Japanese prep­ 
arations for war were being pushed 
to the utmost, and it was rumored 
that if the Russian reply proved finally 
unacceptable Japan would 
immedi­ 
ately throw 30,000 troops into Korea 
to 
safeguard 
her 
interests 
there. 
Some 20 commercial fighters were 
known to have been chartered by tha 
government, those of the Toyo Kiscn 
Kaisha having been converted into 
fast cruisers, as have also some of the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha boats, including 
the Nikoto.

CLARKSBURG J 5ANK FAILS. 


West Virginia Institution Closed by 
Comptroller of Treasury. 
Washington, Feb. 3.—The Traders 
National bank of Clarksburg. W. Va., 
has been closed by order of the Como. 
troller of the Currency and National 
Bank Examiner Robinson has been 
appointed temporary receiver. 
Clarksburg. W. Va., Feb. 3.—The 
Traders National Bank, which has 
been closed by order of the Comptrol­ 
ler of the Currency, is the I argent 
bank in the city. Assets a million and 
a quarter. It is thought the bank will 
resume business. No statement of in 
condition has been made. 
The bank was organized April 13, 
1891, With T. M. Jackson, as president; 
and S. H. White, cashier. 
The cause assigned for the failure 
of the Traders National Bank Is lack 
of available assets, but the real rea­ 
son stated by those Informed, is in­ 
vestments by officials of the bank of 
Its funds in enterprises of large mag­ 
nitude which have so far realized no 
returns. 
Pressure was brought to bear on 
the bank to meet its obligations a n i 
after futile effort to raise money the 
suspension was forced by Bank Exam­ 
iner Robinson, who has been scrutin­ 
izing Its affairs several days. 
Since Its organization a very liberal 
business has been done by it and its 
influence was felt over a wide scope 
of territory. Thought to be sound, the 
failure came as a shock, but a panic 
was avoided by assurance from relia­ 
ble sources that the stockholders ajni 
not the depositors would be losers. No 
attempt was made at a run on the 
Trader* or the other banks, which are 
regarded sound. 
Bankruptcy proceedings against tho 
Jackson Iron and Tin Plate Mill and 
largo suits against Moore Jackson, 
president of both the Tin Plate mills 
and the Traders bank, played a prom­ 
inent part in the failure, the funds of 
th# bauk being thus involved.

CLARKSBURG BANK FAILS. 


West Virginia Institution Closed by 
Comptroller of Treasury. 
Washington. Feb. 3.— T h e Traders 
National bank of Clarksburg. W. Va., 
has been closed by order of the Comn- 
trollor of the Fftrrency and National 
Bank Examiner Robinson has been 
appointed temporary receiver. 
Clarksburg. W. Va., Feb. 3.—The 
Traders Notional Bank, which has 
been closed by order of the Comptrol­ 
ler of the Currency, is the largest 
bank in the city. Assets a million an.! 
a quarter. It is thought the bank will 
resume business. 
No statement of iii 
condition has been made. 
The bank was organized April 13, 
1891, With T. M. Jackson, as president; 
and S. ll. White, cashier. 
The cause assigned for the failure 
of the Traders National Bank is lark 
of available assets, but the real rea­ 
son stated by those informed, is in­ 
vestments by officials of the bank of 
its funds in enterprises of large mag­ 
nitude which have so far realized no 
returns. 
Pressure was brought to bear on 
the bank to meet its obligations a n i 
after futile effort to raise money the 
suspension was forced by Bank Exam­ 
iner Robinson, who has been scrutin­ 
izing its affairs several days. 
Since its organization a very liberal 
busine** has been done by it and its 
influence was felt over a wide scope 
of territory. Thought to be sound, the 
failure came as a shock, but a panic 
was avoided by assurance from relia­ 
ble sources that the stockholders and 
not the depositors would he losers. No 
attempt was made at a run on the 
Traders or the other banks, which are 
regarded sound. 
Bankruptcy proceedings against the 
Jackson Iron and Tin Plate Mill and 
largo suits against Moore Jackson, 
president of both the Tin Plate mills 
and the Traders bank, played a prom­ 
inent part in the failure, the funds of 
the bauk being thus Involved.

Secretary Shaw W ill Recall Deposits 
to Meet Obligations. 
W ashington, Feb. J.—It is th** gen 
eral expectation in admin Ut rat ion cir­ 
cles that the Panam a treaty will be 
ratified about the middle of tho pres­ 
ent month and In anticipation of th at 
even*S ecretary Shaw soon will tak« 
steps looking to a recall of a portion 
of the public funds now in the hands 
of the national bank depositories. 
Just w hat percentage or these pub­ 
lic deposits will be called for has dot 
yet been determ ined, but there is rea 
son to believe that it will approximate 
20 per cent or $30,tt0u.000. The exact 
time when the call will be made of 
course is not yet settled, in view of 
the uncertainty as to the date of the 
ratification of the treaty, but notice 
to the banks in ail probability will b? 
sent out as soon as possible after th at 
date. 
No actual payments, however, 
are likely to be made for at least a 
m onth a fter the ratification, as it is 
expected th at the departm ent of Jus­ 
tice will require th a t much tim e in 
which to adjust and settle tho several

M ildly Puniahed. 
Wilmington, Del., Feb. 3.—The Rev 
Robert A. Ellwood, pastor of Olivet 
Presbyterian church of this city, who 
was tried by tho New thistle presby­ 
tery on charges growing out of the 
sermon entitled "Should the Murderer 
of Miss Helen Bishop be Lynched? ' 
preached by him the day before George 
White, the negro murderer of Miss 
Bishop, was burned at the stake, was 
found guilty on three of the six speci­ 
fications presented against him. 
A 
committee of five was appointed to 
fix punishment, and this committee 
recommended that the Rev. Ellwood 
be cautioned to ho more careful in the 
future. 
Tho presbytery accepted the 
recommendation and adjourned. 
The specifications on which he was 
found guilty are in substance as fob' 
lows: 
"Guilty of unministerial and un­ 
christian conduct in that he violate I 
the constitution of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States of Amer­ 
ica in the twentieth chapter of tho 
confession of faith, section four, by 
preaching au unsound and unwise aer 
mon. 
•Guilty of charging, in the event of 
the lynching of the alleged criminal, 
the responsibility therefor upon th * 
Judges of courts of New Castle county 
and slate of Delaware, and thereby 
tending to lessen reverence and le­ 
aped to constitutional authorities in 
maintenance of civil law. 
Guilty of advising lynching of al­ 
leged criminal lf bls trial be delayed, 
or lf found guilty, through some tech­ 
nicality ho be not given capital pun­ 
ishment.’*_________

Man Who Advised Lynching of Negro 
Mildly Punished. 
Wilmington, Del., Feb. 3.—The Rev 
Robert A. Ellwood, pastor of Olivet 
Presbyterian church of this city, who 
was tried by tho New Castle presby­ 
tery on charges growing out of the 
sermon entitled "Should the Murderer 
of Miss Helen Bishop bo Lynched?” 
preached by him the day before George 
White, the negro murderer of Miss 
Bishop, was burned at the stake, was 
found guilty on three of the six speci­ 
fications presented against him. 
A 
committee of five was appointed to 
fix punishment, and this committee 
recommended that tho Rev. Ellwood 
bo cautioned to he more careful in the 
future. 
Tho presbytery accepted the 
recommendation and adjourned. 
The specifications on which he was 
found guilty are in substance as fob' 
lows: 
“Guilty 
of 
unnunipterial and un­ 
christian conduct in that he violate I 
tho constitution of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States of Amer­ 
ica in the twentieth chapter of tho 
confession of faith, section four, by 
preaching au unsound and unwise ser 
mon. 
"Guilty of charging, In the event of 
the lynching of the alleged criminal, 
tho responsibility therefor upon tie? 
Judges of courts of New* Castle county 
and state of Delaware, and thereby 
tending to lessen reverence and le­ 
a p ed to constitutional authorities in 
maintenance of civil law. 
“Guilty of advising lynching of al­ 
leged criminal if his trial be delayed, 
or if found guilty, through some tech­ 
nicality he be not given capital pun­ 
ishment.’’

rnent Is Expected Shortly. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 3.—After another 
day of argument no agreement has 
been reached by the scale committee 
of the joint conference between the 
miners and the oprators of the central 
competitive district. 
The operatora 
have abandoned their specific demand 
for a IB per cent reduction in wages, 
but Insist upon '‘substantial decrease." 
The miners have, it is understood, de­ 
cided to abandon their first demands 
and will agree to a compromise re­ 
newing the present scale aud condi­ 
tions. 
Both the operators and the miners 
believe th at the two sides have come 
down to the last concessions that they 
will make at this time. 
The general 
belief among the operators is that the 
miners will make no further conces­ 
sions. -The Illinois operators are tak­ 
ing a view of the present crisis alto­ 
gether different from that of the Pitt«- 
burg district. 
They point lo the fact, 
that the Pittsburg and Ohio operator^ 
have over 4,000,000 tons of coal stored 
on th e lakes and at other points, and 
that the owners of this coal would 
make* a large profit by aa advance 
caused by suspension. 
On the other hand it is argued that 
the time has come when the Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania operators must 
have a readjustment that will enable 
them to compete with West Virginia, 
the Connellsville coke 
region 
and 
other low-priced mining districts. 
In case an agreement should not lie 
reached It is believed that another 
Joint conference will be held In in­ 
dianapolis in about SO days. 
Officials 
of the miners claim that the operators 
of Ohio, Illinois 
and 
Indiana have 
agreed to their proposition to renew 
the present scale, but that the oper­ 
ators of Pennsylvania are making a 
vigorous objection.
